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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this 
application because they are hand drawn. Applicant is advised to employ the services of 
a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 recites the limitation "the wheels" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 1,2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morgan (US Patent 2,303,1 31 ). 

7. Regarding Claim 1, Morgan'131 discloses a wound closure device containing two 
opposing elements (9 and 9) to bring skin edges together and the device further 
contains a mechanism to supply glue to bring the skin edges together (roller between 
elements 9 and 9 releases adhesive 10). 

8. Regarding Claim 2, the device taught by Morgan'131 has two wheels which 
rotate and are capable of being used to bring the edges of a wound together. 

9. Regarding Claim 4, the face of wheels (9) are manually operated buttons. 

10. Claim 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated by 
Espinoza (US Patent 6,558,398). 

1 1 . Regarding Claim 1 , Espinoza'398 discloses an instrument containing a pair of 
opposing elements (24 and 24) capable of engaging and bringing together skin edges 
and a device capable of supplying glue to the skin edges being brought together (28). 
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12. Regarding Claim 5, Espinoza'398 discloses a tillable reservoir (26) to hold the 
glue before it is supplied. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

14. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

15. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morgan'131, as applied to Claim 1, in further view of Brotz (US Patent 5,584,859). 

1 6. It is well known in the art to use barbs to engage the skin, and this would be an 
obvious modification of Morgan'131. However, if this is not convincing, Brotz (US Patent 
5,584,859) teaches that it is well known to use barbs to engage the skin (column 1 , lines 
60-68).
